• Claims 1-3, 5-54 are pending in application; claim 4 has been canceled. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

Group I, claims 1-3, 5-46, 49, and 52, drawn to an image forming apparatus for selecting a 
recording mode from a plurality of recording modes via conditionally decimating (reducing the 
number of recording dots through decimation) the inputted image, classified in class 358, 
subclass 1. 13, as shown in fig. 3. 

Group n, claims 47-48, 50-51, and 53-54, drawn to an image forming apparatus for selecting a 
recording mode from plurality of recording modes via unconditionally decimating (decimating 
the image in a manner such that whether a given pixel is deleted is based on the surrounding 
pixels that have been referred to) the inputted image, classified in class 358, subclass 2.1, as 
shown in fig. 4, 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
